Singer hanged 
himself after 
'best gig’ ever

THE lead singer of a band killed himself hours after 
playing the ‘best gig of his life/ an inquest heard. 

Charles Haddon, 23, from Yelvertoft was the front man 
of Ou Est le Swimming Pool when he was found dead at 
the Pukkelpop music festival in Hasselt, Belgium on 
August 20 last year. 

Initial reports at the time said that Haddon had fallen 
to his death but yesterday’s inquest at Northampton 
General Hospital heard how he had hanged himself in a 
car park close to the back stage. 

Sam Farr was the band’s tour manager for three months 
before Mr Haddon’s death. 

He said how the group had played at the festival and 
during the set Haddon had ‘crowd surfed’ and injured a 
girl in the process. 

After their show they went to the medical centre to see 
if the girl was alright and it later emerged that she had 
suffered a back injury. 

Mr Farr told the inquest that the accident had bothered 
him. 

He said: “We spoke to the brother and father, as well as 
the girl. 

“The older brother was quite angry but the father was 


calm. He called me later to tell me they were considering 
legal action but I didn’t tell that to Charlie. 

“He had taken a bottle of wine and then a beer and 
vodka and I spoke to him later on the phone where he 
seemed really upset and sounded like he had been 
crying. 

“He was a guy who would like to party and have a 
drink but he would often like to sit on his own and listen 
to his music. 

“He could be quite introverted but we never thought he 
was depressed.” 

His mother Geraldine Haddon told the inquest that his 
music career was taking off and that their first single had 
sold 50,000 copies. 

She said: “He had been in the band since January 2008 
and everything was going really well. 

“They had played at Glastonbury and the Isle of Wight 
festival, had two UK tours and had a tour of Australia 
planned for October 2010. 

“He had just played his best gig ever but he was under 
constant pressure in the music industry.” 

Recording a verdict of suicide, Coroner Anne Pember 
said: “This is a case of a young man who was only 23, 
who was a talented musician and had his whole life 
ahead of him. 

“I am sorry to the family for their loss.”

Pants wearing arm 
slasher avoids jail

A TEENAGER who slashed a 
man’s arm with a knife while 
chasing him wearing nothing 
but his boxer shorts has received 
a suspended sentence. 

Shannon Johanson, 18 was 
sentenced for actual bodily harm 
while his uncle Daniel Johanson, 
31, was sentenced for racially 
aggravated criminal damage. 

Having watched England play 
Algeria in the World Cup the day 
before, several men including 
Stephen Warren, Shannon 
Johanson and Daniel Johanson 
had been drinking throughout 
the day and night at a property in 
Wade Meadow Court, 
Northampton. 

DC Lee, prosecuting, said: 
“Stephen Warren had come 
outside and started jumping out 
on a BMW and shouting abuse 
which was deemed racist towards 


the Romanians. Shannon came 
outside and by this time there 
were quite a few people in the 
area. 

“He was punched in the face so 
went back into his mother’s 
house and armed himself with a 
small kitchen knife which he then 
waved at the owner of the car, 
who was slashed on the arm.” 

Daniel then came out and was 
hit on the knee with a baseball 
bat before shouting racial abuse 
and kicking the car himself. 

Mitigating for Shannon, 
Hannah Mettam said: “He was 
not dressed for a fight and only 
intended to scare the men. 

“He was wearing just his boxer 
shorts and was bare foot at the 
time. 

“He had also played football 
with the men before and there 
has not been any trouble since.” 

James McLernon, mitigating for 
Daniel Johanson, explained that 
he had kicked out at the car in 


anger at having come out as a 
peace maker before being hit. 

Shannon was sentenced to 
eight months in prison, suspend¬ 
ed for 18 months, while Daniel 
was sentenced to a community 
order and 100 hours unpaid 
work. 

Sentencing, Recorder Adrian 
Redgrave said to Shannon: 
“People who use knives as a 
weapon or to scare and frighten 
others require a sentence of 
imprisonment. 

“However, I have been 
impressed with the fact that you 
have not been in trouble since 
the incident and that you have 
made efforts to get your life on 
track. 

“I also accept that Mr Warren 
was the cause of this incident.” 

■ Stephen Warren was jailed for 
nine months at an earlier hearing 
for racially aggravated criminal 
damage.

A 40-year-old man was released 
on bail after the altercation on 
Saturday. 

Police are still searching for wit¬ 
nesses who may have seen the 
dispute between the two men on 
Saturday. 

DCI Martin Kinchin said: “The 


car park was busy on Saturday 
morning and I am keen to speak 
to anyone who witnessed this 
verbal argument at about 10.35am 
in St lohn’s car park, in 
Northampton. 

“We are also keen to speak to 
anybody who witnessed any dis¬ 
pute between the drivers of a 
blue Toyota Yaris and a bronze- 


coloured 3-series BMW in Bedford 
Road, Northampton immediately 
prior to this incident.”

Public sector strike may 
cause major disruption

COURTS and schools across 
Northamptonshire could be hit 
badly during a day of strike 
action next week. 

On Thursday five trade unions 
in the county are hoping their 
members don’t go into work and 
either work from home or go on 
strike. 

Members of University College 
Union (UCU), the National 
Union of Teachers (NUT), the 
Association of Teachers and 
Lecturers (ATL), National 
Association of Head Teachers 
(NAHT) and the Public and 


Commercial Services Union 
(PCS) will take action. 

In Northamptonshire these five 
unions are working together to 
fight back against cuts to public 
sector workers and the strike will 
impact upon schools, colleges, 
universities, job centres, tax 
offices and the courts across the 
whole county 

Lewis Bevan, from the PCS, said: 
“We are hoping for solidarity 
amongst our members. 

“People are very angry about the 
Government’s proposals which 
will see them have to pay an extra 
£60, £70 even £80 a year and work 
five or six years longer when they 
thought they would have retired.” 


The PCS held a postal ballot of 
members and 61 per cent were in 
favour of industrial action. 

Ron Mendel, from the UCU, said 
meetings had been arranged with 
members and he would have a 
clearer picture of how many 
would back the strike in a few 
days. 

He said: “We don’t know how 
many will be on strike as there is 
still nine days to go. 

“University staff are different 
from local schools as they work 
different hours. 

“We are hoping they will work 
from home but then attend the 
rally outside the Guildhall in 
Northampton.” 


Cops launch fraud probe 

A POLICE investigation has been launched into the 
Dale Roberts’ Memorial Fund. 

The Force confirmed it was looking into the 
allegations concerning the fund which was set up in 
January following the death of the 24-year-old 
Rushden & Diamonds goalkeeper. 

A police spokesman said: “Northamptonshire Police 
are aware of the allegations and we are in the early 
stages of our investigation. 

“To date no arrests have been made.” Former 
England C international Roberts was found dead in 
December at his home in Higham Ferrers. 

An inquest was opened and adjourned with the 
cause of death given as asphyxia. 

Rushden & Diamonds set up the memorial fund to 
assist Dale's parents with the finances to give him 
the send off he deserved.

With fewer lights, nights 
will get darker quicker 


T HIS year just seems to have 
flashed by. Can it really be that 
the longest day of the year 
has already passed by and with it 
the reality of the nights already 
starting to draw in will soon be 
noticed. 

Of course, thanks to the county’s 
Tories turning off half of the street 
lights, we are all going to notice 
the nights closing in rather earlier 
this year. 

While the Tories are desperate 
not to talk about their turn off the 
lights policy and their attempts to 
implement it, I can assure the Tory 
leader, Jim Harker, it remains the 
biggest topic of discussion in both 
pubs and outside school gates 
across the length and breadth of 
the county. 

Indeed, thoughts are already 
turning as to how the trip home 
will be navigated in near total 
darkness. 

Anger as to why the routes our 
children take to school were left 
out of the stay on criteria 
continues to grow. 

That anger is going to get even 
worse when people remember 
that when Labour left office at 
County Hall in 2005, there was a 
fully funded programme to 
implement safe routes to schools 
at every school in the county by 
this year, 2011. 

The Tories have shamefully 
abandoned our kids’ safety. 

It really is difficult to understand 
quite why the Tories have dug 
themselves into such a hole over 
street lights and appear to be 
carrying on regardless of public 


opinion. In the context of the 
county council's budget, the street 
lighting turn off is projected to 
save only a relatively modest 
£2 million a year. 

Thus, it seems very likely that 
more senior figures than Jim 
Harker in the Tory party would 
have been consulted first - maybe 
even the Tory national leader was. 

Of course, we will never know 
who came up with this daft idea - 
and there has hardly been a queue 
of Tories claiming the ‘credit’. 

At the last county council 
cabinet, the Tories tried to spin 
their way out of trouble by 
announcing a private financed 
project to replace all the county's 
street lights over a five year period 
starting sometime in the future. 

No doubt, with a few new lights 
in place in time for the Tory spin 
doctors to organise some publicity 
shots in time for the next county 
council election in 2013. 

It should not surprise anybody 
that spin doctors are just about 
the only area of the county council 
that the Tory administration has 
spared from the axe in its cuts. 

The Tory budget for this year still 
includes a communications 
department of 13 staff at a cost of 
over £700,000 a year. 

Savings in this area are long 


overdue, as is really taking the axe 
to a £800,000 a year bill for 
photocopiers and the 2,600 
mobile phone contracts the 
county council has. 

Labour supports the PFI scheme 
to replace or renew all the street 
lights in the county. Labour is also 
very clear that the county needs 
to invest in a wind farm to power 
the lights - not just because wind 
farms are environmentally sound 
but because they pay for 
themselves within five to ten 
years. 

We in the County Labour group 
are also very clear that there are 
savings to be made that could see 
all the county's street lights back 
on well before the PFI scheme is 
implemented. 

Being a responsible opposition, 
Labour is happy to sit down with 
Tories to show them exactly how 
it can be done. 

Will the Tories take up the Labour 
offer? Of course not, because then 
they would have to own up to 
some of the mistakes they have 
made over the last six years they 
have been in charge. 

I don’t think the people of 
Northamptonshire are going to be 
forgetting the street lighting turn 
off and the rest of the Tory 
mistakes any time soon.

A PASSENGER who turned up at 
Northampton train station to 
buy a ticket was faced with 
closed signs at all the ticket 
booths while staff had lunch. 

Karen Harris, from 
Northampton, arrived at the sta¬ 
tion at about 1.30pm on Friday to 
buy a ticket to London for the 
next day but was bewildered to 
find all the booths with the 
screens down and shut. 

She said she could see two or 
three people behind a slit in the 
curtain and when another 
passenger asked what was

Speaking to the Herald & Post, 
Mrs Harris said: “I was very 
frustrated and disappointed. 

“I did not expect them all to be 


closed; I thought one of them 
would at least be open. I had to 
wait until 2.30pm until they re¬ 
opened to get my ticket.” 

Her husband, Dean, initially 
contacted us about his wife’s train 
misery. 

He said: “By the ticket offices 
not being open it has had a knock 
on effect to our lives. 

“My wife was due to pick up our 
daughter and then she was going 
to give me a lift to work. 

“She was shocked everyone was 
having lunch at the same time 


when they should have staggered 
it.” A spokeswoman for London 
Midland said: “We apologise for 
any inconvenience caused to 
customers. 

“This was a highly unusual 
occurrence, due to the unexpect¬ 
ed absence of a member of staff. 

“Customers could still purchase 
advance fares from ticket 
machines and the customer 
information point remained 
staffed from 5.15am to 12.30am 
to give customers advice about 
their journeys.”

She said: “It was a beautifully 
warm weekend in Northampton¬ 
shire and there were street parties 
as well as house parties to 
celebrate Will and Kate’s wonderful 
wedding. And we probably should¬ 
n’t underestimate those two kisses 
on the palace balcony.” 


Meanwhile, the statisticians at 
NHS Northamptonshire are 
watching the numbers to see 
whether the Royal Wedding effect 
continued into the honeymoon. 

But it is warning people that the 
figures show more people need 
education on contraception. 

Ms King said: “Of course it’s our 
job to make sure that while people 
enjoy themselves they are also 
looking after themselves and their 
partners. 


“Whatever else they say, these 
figures suggest some people may 
not be thinking enough about their 
contraceptive needs. 

“There are 15 different methods 
of contraception. The type that 
works best for you will depend on 
your health and your 
circumstances. 

“The best options are to go to 
your GP or local contraceptive (or 
family planning) clinic to discuss 
your choices.”

Jail for high-speed driver 


A100 mile per hour car chase 
around the streets near 
Northampton ended with a car 
crashing in a ‘cloud of dust,’ a 
court has heard. 

Nazak Hussain was jailed last 
week for dangerous driving 
and seven other driving 
offences including driving 
under the influence of alcohol, 
failing to surrender and driving 
while disqualified. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard on Friday how Hussain, 
from Peterborough, had taken 
an Audi A6 from his brother 
without permission and drove 
towards Northampton on 
February 5 this year, before 
the police pursuit took place. 

Lucy Fairclough, prosecuting, 
said: “A police officer saw the 
Audi driving aggressively 
behind another car, flashing it, 
before passing it when the 
vehicle pulled over on the 


Bedford Road. The police car 
pulled up alongside the vehicle 
and indicated he should pull 
over at the next safe place.” 

However, Hussain did not 
stop and continued along the 
A45 at 90 to lOOmph and at 
one point went through a red 
light at over 50mph. 

Ms Fairclough said: “He 
turned onto the A43 towards 
Kettering, at high speed but 
lost control at Weston Favell, 
with the car crashing in cloud 
of dust. 

“He then got out of the car 
and ran away towards 
Wellingborough Road.” 

Hussain was sentenced to 
16 months in total for the 
chase. Sentencing Hussain, 
Recorder Andrew Easteal said: 
“You could have killed 
someone’s mother, father, 
sister or brother. You are a 
menace to the public.”

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Fears for dogs at 
re-homing centre

DOG lovers have banded 
together to try to prevent a 
rescue centre from shutting. 

The Brixworth Dog centre, 
which is run by the Jerry Green 
Foundation Trust, has been 
threatened with closure as it is 
too costly for the charity to run. 

The facility re-housed 176 dogs 
last year that were taken from 
disrupted homes where people 
could no longer look after them. 

Last week dog owners, 
volunteers and staff at the site in 
Creaton Road, Brixworth held a 
protest against the closure. 

Michael Heaton said: “The 
centre fulfils a very desperate 
need in Northamptonshire by 
taking in and caring for un¬ 
wanted and abandoned dogs, a 
few of whom have been so badly 
abused and traumatised that they 
may never be fit to be adopted. 

“If the centre closes this facility 
will be lost and it is almost 
certain that the many unwanted 
dogs handled by the centre will 
instead be put down.” 

The group are upset that 


despite the centre making a loss 
of £300,000, the charity has 
reserves of £11 million. 

David Foulds, chief executive of 
the Jerry Green Foundation Trust, 
said: “We are in discussion with 
staff over proposals to close the 
site but that is all it is at the 
moment, proposals. 

“With regards to the sums 
stated in the accounts this 
includes the charity’s assets such 
as the value of the sites. The 
liquid value of the accounts is 


closer to £8m and is the way the 
charity is sustained thorough the 
interest on that. We can’t let loss 
making centres cut into that. 

“We have been looking to close 
the centre in Northamptonshire 
as we are a Lincolnshire-based 
charity and we feel we should 
focus more in that area as well as 
Nottinghamshire and Yorkshire. 

“I should stress that any money 
made from the sale will be 
invested into the welfare of the 
dogs.”

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£310k to step up shoe museum 


A PROJECT to improve 
Northampton Museum and Art 
Gallery, home to the town’s 
famous shoe collection, is to 
start this month. 

An overall budget of 
£310,000 is available to 
modernise the interior. 

Earlier this year the 
Museums, Libraries and 
Archives Council granted 
£113,000 to the museum and 
this was topped up by 
Northampton Borough Council. 

The work will include a vision 
for improving the ground floor, 
a cafe area, refitted shop and 
better and more flexible space 
to showcase the nation’s 
designated shoe collection as 
well as a rolling programme of 
exhibitions. 

Improved lighting, new 
flooring and redecoration are 
also planned. 

Over the next few months 
the museum will be gathering 
the views of public on the 
work and events programme. 

An additional £40,000 MLA 
funding has also been granted 


to set up a Footwear 
Foundation made up of well- 
connected enthusiasts and 
experts to act as advocates for 
the museum’s world-class 
shoe collection. 

Northampton Borough 
Council cabinet member for 
culture, Cllr Michael Hill said: 
“This funding is an 
acknowledgement of the 
collection’s importance as well 
as the commitment of our 
museum service to providing 
a first rate cultural venue for 
local people and visitors. 

“I feel certain that these 
enhancements and the 
formation of the Footwear 
Foundation will build on the 
fine reputation the collection 
has earned worldwide and 
attract more visitors to the 
museum.” 

A designer will be appointed 
at the end of this month and 
final plans are expected by 
September. On site work will 
start in October. 

Work will be finished by 
March next year.

Artnir-eJ 
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CV liar told to pay up for buying cigarettes on pub’s account 


A COURT heard how a man who fraudulently bought 
himself more than £300 of cigarettes using a 
company account then created a false reference 
to get himself a new job. 

Sam Hamilton, 27, used an account for the Sole 
n’ Eel pub on St Peter’s Way, Northampton to buy 
£330 of tobacco at Brookes cash and carry when 
he was an employee at the premises. 

Yet after being dismissed by the pub, Hamilton 
created a false reference from owner David Randle 
to get work at DHL working in the HR department. 

Northampton Crown Court heard on Friday how 
Hamilton was caught after the pub was invoiced for 
the cigarettes in January 2010. 

Stuart Yeung, prosecuting, said: “Mr Hamilton was 
a friend of the owner and had been given the job at 


the pub having been a patron for years before. He 
originally denied being the man seen in CCTV 
buying the cigarettes but later admitted it.” 

The court heard how after the fraud Hamilton 
applied for a new job at DHL, using a false 
reference and made up several of his qualifications 
on his CV. 

He resigned when it came to light that he had 
lied in order to get the position. 

However, Recorder Andrew Easteal said that he 
would not base the sentencing on the lies on his 
CV but on the false representation. 

Sentencing Hamilton to 200 hours unpaid work 
and to pay £300 in compensation he said: “You 
were in a position of trust and you betrayed your 
friend, you should be ashamed.” 


Ex-sales manager 
in £8k cheque con

A MAN who played a part in 
an £8,000 cheque swindle using 
his father’s liquidated car deal¬ 
ership has avoided jail. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard on Friday how Timothy 
Piccirillo, 29, was the former sales 
manager at Auto Select in St 
Andrew’s Road and worked with 
con artist Darren Buckby to cash 
cheques using the company’s 
name despite it having gone bust. 

A month after the company 
went into liquidation in August 


2008 Buckby handed in a cheque 
for £4,600 to the Money Shop, in 
Northampton. 

Elizabeth Gooderham, 

prosecuting, said: “The cashier 
called the office and Mr Piccirillo 
confirmed that the cheque would 
be honoured.” 

Buckby returned on October 3, 
2008, with another cheque for 
£3,750 and that too was 
confirmed by Piccirillo and was 
cashed. 

For his part in the con Piccirillo 
was paid £800 and pleaded guilty 
to two fraud charges. 

Piccirillo, who now lives in 


London, was sentenced to a 
12 month community order and 
must also do 200 hours 
community service. 

Recorder Andrew Easteal said: 
“You got mixed up with people 
who were more criminally 
intended than you and the fact 
that this matter is now quite old 
has spared you from prison. 

“This was done in a combina¬ 
tion of stupidity and desperation. 
Don’t come back to court again.” 

Piccirillo was ordered to pay 
compensation to the value of 
£1,800. Buckby was sentenced at 
an earlier hearing.

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE Police are using every 
piece of modern technology they can to fight 
crime. One of their weapons is the Blackberry. 
LAWRENCE JOHN went to find out how the 
smart phones are helping the Force. 


THE message Northampton¬ 
shire Police want to get across 
to the public is if they see 
officers using a Blackberry not 
to worry, it is all in the line of 
duty. 

The devices were first intro¬ 
duced nearly two-and-a-half 
years ago and they have had 
a dramatic effect on policing in 
the county. 

They have allowed officers to 
become mobile and to do their 
work more efficiently and 
effectively. 

One of the people behind the 
scenes who has helped officers 
get to grips with the new way of 
working is Pc Marc Amphlett. 

He said: “They help provide 
greater visibility of officers on 
the front line. 

“This gives us more time to go 


out and about and makes us 
more available to members of 
the public. 

“Now there is a unified collec¬ 
tion of data and incidents can 
be resolved completely on the 
spot - it is like having a desktop 
computer in their hands. 

“One thing which is happening 
is people are asking us ‘why are 
you on your phone?’ 

“We want to educate them to 
tell them what we do on the 


Blackberry is what we used to do 
at the station. 

“There have been inventive 
ways of using it such as taking 
pictures of graffiti tags and when 
visiting schools finding out if 
anyone recognises them. 

“The devices are a lot more 
efficient than 18 months ago 
when data had to be inputted 
into computers from cards. 

“Policing has caught up with 
technology and we are now fast 
followers.” 

The police feel by using the 
Blackberry it has helped 
apprehend criminals who might 
have slipped through the net. 

The device is also used to take 
pictures of suspicious packages. 

These are then sent to the 
explosive experts who can 
advise them if it is genuine or 
fake. 

If it is genuine the police can 
set up a cordon so everything is 
safe before the bomb squad 
arrive. 

Northamptonshire Police were 
the first Force in the country to 
start using the Blackberry and 
now 900 are operational on the 
front line. 

There are 125 with managers

to forensic investigators. One of 
the officers on the frontline who 
uses the device is Pc Dave Lee 
who works with the Family 
Liaison Unit and in traffic. 

Pc Lee explained members of 
the public do see officers using 
them but they are not texting or 
on social networking sites but 
doing police work. 

Giving his views on how the 
Blackberry is helping him, Pc 
Lee said: “It has made a massive 
impact for various reasons. 

“We can take a picture of a 
suspect, send it to the control 
room and they can give us the 
relevant information. 

“This has helped us catch 
people out.” 

The police Blackberry has extra 
features one which is linked to 
the Home Office. 

It allows them to check 24 
hours a day the status of a 
immigrant in this country and if 
they are allowed to drive their 
car (which they can for one year 
on an international licence). 

Pc Lee added: “I can do checks 
on vehicles when out and about 
driving. 

“We are able to do the checks 
on the Blackberry so we can find 
out the current keeper, if it is

Though the property market is 
showing some signs of recovery, for 
many people, it still pays to be 
cautious. 

Home owners have got used to dipping a tentative toe 
into the housing market water only to run, shivering, 
back up the beach to safety when they feel just how 
cold it is in there. 

But that doesn't mean you need to abandon all hope 
of change. There's nothing like a design rethink - even 
a mini-makeover - to cheer up both you and your 
home! And now is the perfect time to do it. 

If space is at a premium you need to get the most you 
can out of what you've got. The three most common 
ways of making your home bigger is to go UP into the 
loft, OUT into an extension, or DOWN into the 
basement. Modern building techniques and new 
materials give you more choices, whether the 
conversion is to serve as a bedroom, bathroom, home 
office or a playroom for the kids. 

Planning permission isn't always required for loft 
conversions and they can add real value. 

Whether you've got designs on an extra bedroom or a 
bigger kitchen, the most common type of home 
improvement is a rear or side extension. And it will 
bring the most added value too. 

If there's room - and the finance available to do it - 
extending the overall footprint of your house is the 
often the simplest way of extending. 

Getting planning approval for an extension is pretty 
straightforward, as long as your plans are in keeping 
with the style of your property and your neighbours 


don't object. 

Going down... there's been a surge in popularity in 
converting basements and cellars in recent years. 

A stylish basement adds a real 'wow' factor to any 
home and can significantly increase the value too. 

In Victorian or terraced properties which already have 
basement space it makes a lot of sense but it's usually 
the most expensive option and there could be a risk 
of flooding. So you'll need serious professional help 
to sort out structural issues, avoid damp and to 
resolve party wall problems. 

If you don't have any extra room to add an extension 
or do a conversion, you might consider changing the 
layout of your home to create an open-plan living 
space; invest in a sparkling new kitchen, introduce 
some atmospheric new lighting or just spruce up 
those tired old furnishings. 

The key to being more daring is to concentrate on the 
accents. It's easy enough to change a feature wall or a 
set of cushions if you tire of the colour, but make sure 
your basics are classic. 

Grey, apparently, is the new magnolia. Look for a 
warm shade of grey which works well on walls and 
can be teamed with brighter, more adventurous 
accent colours such as maroon which works 
particularly well in dining rooms. The colour purple is 
coming through strongly this season. Red makes a 
bold statement and is, incidentally, the colour most 
chosen by extroverts! 

In feng shui decorating, red is associated with power, 
love, inspiration and pleasure. But employ the 
vibrancy of dramatic touches in moderation: the more 
intense the colour, the less of it is needed for it to be 
effective.

When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 



Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Saints sextet named in 
England’s World Cup 45

SIX Northampton Saints players have 
been named in England’s 45-man 
Preliminary Training Squad for the 
2011 Rugby World Cup in New Zealand 
later this year. 

Paul Doran-Jones, who has moved to 
Franklin’s Gardens from Gloucester, 
joins Dylan Hartley, Tom Wood and 
Courtney Lawes among the forwards. 

Chris Ashton and Ben Foden are the 
only two Saints backs named in the 
training squad, with the final 30-man 
group to be announced on Monday, Au¬ 
gust 22. 

England team manager Martin John¬ 
son said: “Every one of these players has 
the chance to be in that final 30 going to 
New Zealand. 

“The camp is going to be intense and 
competitive, as you would expect lead¬ 
ing up to a World Cup, but all the players 
are ready for it. 

“We have guys such as Lewis [Moody], 
Jonny [Wilkinson] and Mike Tindall 
who have been in this situation before, 
but also a lot of players who won’t have 
experienced a World Cup training camp. 

“It’s now up to all of them to set down 
their marker over the next ten weeks be¬ 
fore we head to New Zealand.” 

However, along with the announce¬

Hopes are high 
for water polo’s 
future prospects 

WATER POLO 

IT is unlikely that, barring a run to the latter stages of 
the competition, the progress of Team GB’s water polo 
teams at next year’s Olympics will merit many column 
inches in the national press. 

The sport, which is believed to have originated in 
Burton-Upon-Trent in the 1850s and which Great 
Britain have won four Olympic gold medals at, barely 
registers on the mainstream radar these days despite 
its popularity in Continental Europe. 

But in Northampton the seeds are being sown to in¬ 
spire the next generation of players, with youngsters 
from schools in and around the town now taking it up. 

“We have gone to the teachers to try to encourage 
them to take up playing polo,” explained the county’s 
Amateur Swimming Association (ASA) water polo rep¬ 
resentative Jonathan Lane. 

“The National Curriculum says children have to be 
able to swim 25 metres - once they’ve done that, what 
do they do? 

“If you’re a good swimmer, 25 metres is simple so we 
need to give them something that will keep the kids 
engaged. 

“We give them polo - we give them the kit and we go 
in, take sessions, and the clubs then pick it up. 

“It forms the club ethos - they learn about losing, 
winning and getting even with people that doesn’t in¬ 
volve directly taking a lump out of them.” 

Lane, who started playing when he was 15 and now 
coaches, has helped set up a youth team in partnership 
with Northampton Swimming Club, who compete in 
the Notts ASA Water Polo League. 

Those players on the team have just over a year and a 
half of experience, and Lane believes it is giving an 
alternative to members of the swimming club. 

He said: “Good swimmers there swim for 20 hours, so 
we had to give them something that the kids that don't 
want to swim that much a week can do. 

“The swimming training is quite hard work, so you 
have to put in three or four hours training to be good at 
polo. At the minute we train for an hour and a half, so 
we expect other swimming to be undertaken in their 
own time and we encourage them to join other clubs 
to get that experience. 

“As an activity for kids it’s really good because it keeps 
them occupied with swimming but not up and down 
just swimming lengths all of the time.” 

The next stage will be to form an adult club in the 
town - something which Wellingborough and Ketter¬ 
ing both have - and Lane is optimistic it can become a 
reality. 

He said: “There should be one in Northampton be¬ 
cause the population is big enough, so we should be 
able to get more people. 

“What they tend to do at the minute is go and play 
down in London or Coventry, so we've lost them and we 
need to draw them back in again. Hopefully this will be 
the start of that.”

DAVID CAPEL praised the ‘ruthless quality’ 
shown by Northamptonshire as they 
extended their lead at the top of Division Two 
of the LV= County Championship with a 
crushing innings and 155 run victory away to 
Leicestershire. 

The visitors needed just over an hour and a 
quarter on day three to skittle Leicestershire 
out for just 48, with seamers David Lucas (5-20) 
and Jack Brooks (5-23) tearing through the 
batting line-up to help put their side 36 points 
clear of second-placed Middlesex.

“Everyone contributed,” said Capel. “Lee 
Daggett didn’t even get to bowl in the second 
innings, but his performance bowling during 
their first innings was excellent and then to 
back that up with his maiden first class 50 was 
special. 

“David Lucas was excellent and to see the 
quality he produced was very pleasing. 

“The way he took the wicket of James Taylor, 
who has scored a lot of runs for them over the 
past three years, sent out a message. 

“I haven’t seen a stump cartwheel away like 
that for many years and it was very dramatic.” 

It put Northants’ recent woes in the Friends 
Life t20 into the shade and they now head to 
Chelmsford on Saturday looking to maintain 
their unbeaten record in the four-day format 
against Essex. 

Capel said: “We have batted at the top of the 
order very well and there have been some big 
team performances. There have also been a 
number of times this year that people have bat¬ 
ted well from number six down. 

“It means that our bowlers are bowling with 
runs on the board and that makes a big differ¬ 
ence to them. 

“We’re very pleased with where we are, but we 
realise that there is still a lot of hard work to be 
done as well. 

“We’ve got to make sure that we match our 
performances from the first eight games of the 
season in the remaining eight games.”
